Use of the S-row potato 
planter has raised productivity twofold. When one considers that more locel 
fertilicers have been aoved out onto the fields than called for in the norm, that 
their quality te high and that ample quantities of mineral fertilizers and 
herbicides are available, then it would appear that we can successfully campaign 
for a WO ton yield per hectare. Kovalev's reasoning was convincing. The members 
of the team undertook new and raised obligations unanimously. 


The Secretary of the Bryanskaya Oblest Party Committee, G. Kabasin, offered the 
following comment:

The machine pool has been increased in size and fertilizer and 
seed made available. 


it is known Chat potatoes are a labor-consuming crop. Many types of work, especially 
sorting, loading and unloading are at times being performed manually. How can the 
expenditures be reduced and the operations mechanized’ This year, 101 teams vere 
converted over to the new ‘echnology. They are responsible for almost 10,000 
hectares of plantations. 


During the Tenth Pive-Year Plan and compared to the previous one, the sales of the 
famous Bryansk potato increased by 22 percent. This was a fine result! During the 
current five-year period, an increase of 40 percent must be obtained. The plans call 
for improved efficiency for the branch and an increase in cropping power. As yet, 
one fourth of the teams still have less than 100 hectares of land each. It is 
difficult to achieve highly effective complex mechanization on such tracts of land. 
Therefore the cblast committee and the primary party organizations have recommended 
that the farm leaders and specialists proceed with further concentration of the 
plaptings.

INCREASE IN EFFICIFNCY OF DAIRY PRODUCTION CALLED FOR 
Kiev EKONOMIKA SOVETSKOY UKRALNY in Russian No 2, Feb 81 pp 70-76

/Text/ The interests of the further rise in the standard of living of the Soviet 
people require accelerated rates of development of farming and animal husbandry 
and a more rapid increase in output, especially livestock products. 


“Ensuring a regular supply and sufficient production of high-quality food products 
in a wide assortment,” said L. I. Brezhnev at the November (1978) Plenum of the 
CPSU Central Committee, “is one of the most important tasks resulting from the 
party's course of raising the workers’ well-being.” At the same time, special at- 
tention of ministries and departments was drawn to the need to significantly im- 
prove the supply of milk and dairy products for the population. 


In the republic in the last 20 years the average annual production and purchases 
of milk have inc.easced constantly and the marketability of this product has risen 
(see table). 


During the pasc 5-year period the milk production plan was overfulfilled by sore 
than 1.1 million tons and the firm purchase plan, by 837,000 tons. 


During the 10th Five-Year Plan many farms, rayons and individual oblasts atta‘ sed 
good results in the matter of increase in the livestock popwlation and rise in the 
productivity of farms. In Kiyevskaya Oblast during the 10th Five-Year Plan live- 
stock breeders increased the population of large-horned cattle on kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes by 14.7 percent, including of cows, by 20.1 percent. The labor produc- 
tivity of farm workers rose by more than 20 percent. All this made it possible t* 
sell 1,032,000 tons of livestock and poultry to the state in 4 years and 8 month, 
which was 21,000 tons more than the total volume of purchases established for 
1976-1980. More than 4,600,000 tons of milk and 3,025 million eggs were purchased, 
which also greatly exceeded the assignments of the five-year plan. The quality of 
output is improving. During the 5-year period the sale of first-grade milk to the 
state increased from 56 to 90 percent and the delivery of large-horned cattle with 














@ Nigher degree of fatness, from 56 to 77 percent (8 out of 10 animale received at 
meat combines had a higher degree of fatness). Owing to the improvement in the 
quality of output, the oblast’s kolkhoses and sovkhoses additionally obtained more 
than 100 willion rubles during the LOth Five-Year Pian,

Livestock breeders on the Ploskovekiy Sovkhoe in Brovarskiy Rayon, Kiyevekaya Ob- 
last, attained high production indicators. On the farm there are 1,200 cows of 
the black-and-white breed. In 1980 the milk yield per cow in the herd was 5,277 
kg and milk production per 100 hectares of agricultural land totaled 2,512 quint- 
ais. A total of 6,500 tone of ailk, of which 99 percent was first-grade with a 
fat content of 3.8 percent, were delivered to the estate. The profit from ite sale 
amounted to 460,000 rubles and profitability, 40 percent. Other farms in the ob- 
last adopt the wide experience of this sovkhoe. For example, the Ukraina Kolkhoz 
and the 40 Let Oktyabrya Kolkhoe in Vasil‘kovekiy Rayon, the Komsomol Kolkhoe in 
Obukhovekiy Rayon, the Bortnichi Sovkhoe in Borispol'skiy Rayon and the Sovkhoz 
imeni 60-Letiya Velikoy Oktyabr'sk -y Soteialisticheskoy Revolyuteii in Kiyevo- 
Svyatoshinskiy Rayon annually produce 1,300 to 2,500 quintals of milk on 100 hec- 
tares of agricultural land.

in the expenditeres of fodder, labor and funds on output and during the Lith Pive- 
Year Plan to inefease the average milk yield per cow in the country to 3,000 ke on 
kolkhoses and sovkhoses and toe hit the targets of 4,000 te 5,000 ke in regions of 


developed dairy farming. 


The task of annually increasing milk yields per cow to 3,000 of 3,500 ke and in 
dairy sones, regions and farms, to 4,000 of 5,000 kg in the next few years was 
set for the republic, 


To attain euch indicators, it is necessary to constantly improve production orga- 
Higation and to widely introduce advanced technologies and conditions for keeping 
and feeding animale. 


The flow=shop labor organization in dairy farming, which has been in effect on 
many farms in L'vovekaya Oblast for several years, has proved ite value. It is 
based on further production specialization and division of labor. For example, 
depending on the physiological condition of animale four separate technological 
groupe of cows (four shops) are singled out in the dairy herd: for the prepara- 
tion of cows for calving, calving, increase in milk yield and insemination and 
milk production. Under the new conditions of work there is no individual assign- 
ment of certain groupe of cows to livestock breeders. A total of 50 milch cows 
and more, or almost three times a6 many a6 before, are now assigned to an oper- 
ator. The productivity of cows increased by 350 to 400 kg, averaging 3,000 kg, 
and the output of calves increased by 10 to 12 percent, reaching 97 head per 100 
cows. 


On the Ukraina Kolkhoe in Kamenesko-Bugskiy Rayon in L'vovekaya Oblast, where the 
herd has 1,000 cows, in 1978-1979 alone the milk yield per cow increased by 692 
ke, gtoss output rose by 1,200 tons, production costs per quintal of milk totaled 
16 rubles and ite profitability rose from 22 to 35 percent. The expenditures of 
labor and fodder per unit of output were reduced considerably. 


The use of new technology ensured 4 significant increase in the production and 
sale of products. The program of the 10th Five-Year Plan was overfulfilled by 
the oblast’'s farms. A total of 18,000 tone of high-grade @ilk were sold to the 
state in excess of the plan. 


The experience of the people in L'vovekaya Oblast has found extensive application 
on farms in Krymekaya Oblast, where 18 base kolkhozes and sovkhozes have already 
been established. They have become distinctive rayon laboratories and schools 

for the mes introduction of advanced experience. This will make it possible in 
the next few years to increase @ilk yield per cow to 3,300 or 3,500 kg and on epe- 
cialized farms, where such 4 lewel has already been attained, to fight f 
milk yields of 4,000 to 5,000 kg. On every kolkhor and sovkhoz 
production the average number of cows has now been increased to 850. 
in the oblast there are large dairy ranches and complexes, where 1,000 cows and 
more are kept. Last year they obtained more than 40 percent of the total volume 
of milk produced in the oblast. To provide kolkhozes and sovkhozes with a highly 
productive young stock. the breeding of pedigree heifer-calves was organized on 
28 specialize. farms. ‘his contributed in large seasure to the ‘act that in 1978 


















a total of 12 out of 14 fayons in the oblast exceeded the target of 3,000 kg of 
milk yields per cow and 46 @ilkmids obtained more than 5,000 ke of milk. ven in 
1980, which was an extremely unfavorable year in terme of weather conditions, the 
Oblast attained 4 milk yield of 2,931 ke per cow, that is, 646 ke more than through- 
out the republic's kolkhoges and sovkhoses. From 3,000 to 4,000 ke of milk per cow 
were obtained on 139 farms and more than 4,000 kg, on eight farms. The oblast over- 
fulfilled the five-year plan for milk purchases. A total of 26,500 tone were sold 
to the state in excess of the plan, 


Farms in Kiyevekaya Oblast attained high indicators in the development of new in- 
dustrial technology. For example, in 1980 mechanical milking operator A. P. Solo- 
gub, delegate to the 26th CPSU Congress, winner of the USSR State Prize, from the 
Shpit'kovekiy Sovkhoe in Kiyevo-Svyatoshingkiy Rayon, obtained 3,765 ke of milk 
per cow from 160 cows, During the 10th Five-Year Plan she obtained 2,640 tone of 
milk from her group, that is, 140 tone more than the undertaken obligation. in 
1981 A. P. Sologub decided to service 200 cows and obtained no less than 700 tone 
of milk from then, 


Significant possibilities for an increase in the volumes of milk production lie in 
the further increase in the productivity of dairy farming in the last 14 years 
the milk yield per cow on the republic's kolkhoses and estate farms increased from 
2,052 to 2,85 ke. At the same time, in Krymekaya Oblast thie indicator increased 
from 2,514 to 2,931 ke, im Chernovitekaya Oblast, from 2,363 to 2,623 ke and in 
L'vovekaya Oblast, from 2,196 to 2,486 kg. However, in a number of oblaste the 
productivity of cows remains low. In 1980 on kolkhoges and state farms in Niko- 
layevokaya Oblast it was 2,109 kg, in Dnepropetrovekaya Oblast, 2,168 ke, in 
Odesskaya Oblast, 2,0% ke and in Volynekaya Oblast, 1,883 ke. 


The low productivity of animale and the shortage of milk in these oblasts are due 
primarily to the ineufficient level of feeding and weakened work on herd repro- 
duction. For example, on kolkhozes, sovkhozes and interfarm enterprises in Voro- 
shiloveradekaya Oblast 87 calves vere obtained per 100 cows available at the begin- 
ning of 1965 and only 74, in 1980, in Odesskaya Oblast, 82 and 76 and in Mmepro- 
petrovekaya Oblast, 86 and 79 respectively, whereas on farms in Ilvano~-Frankoveka- 
ya, Thitomirekaya, Krymekaya and L'vovekaya oblaste the output of calves per 100 
cows is 90 to 92 head. On 119 out of 255 farms in Krymekaya Oblast (or 47 percent) 
95 calves and more were obtained per 100 cows. 


During the past five-year plan dairy productivity on kolkhoses ir the Ukraine aver- 
aged 2,398 ke per cow annually. Dairy productivity on sovkhores was approximtely 
170 ke higher. In 1979, which was an unfavotrabie yo*r,. among the total number of 
kolkhozes, sovkhozes and interfarm enterprises producing milk the number of farms 
with a productivity of more than 3,000 kg increased by 1 ke as compared with 
1976. 


The further increase in the number of farms with a productivity of more than 3,000 
ke per cow is envisaged as 4 result of an outstripping increase in the capacities 
of heifer farms for supplying milch herds with high-quality young replacement 
stock and dier.rding low productivity cows, as well as fully providing animis 
with all types of fodder. 
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As of | January 1981 the oumber of cows in the republic totaled 9,336,000, of 
which 6,785,000, of 73 percent, were on kolkhoges and state farms, After the Mirch 
(1965) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee the number of cows in the public sec= 
tor of the Ukraine increased by 1,706,000, of by 33.6 percent, that is, the annual 
increase comprises about 2.2 percent. in the future, ae indicated at the April 
(1980) Plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the Ukraine, it 
is necessary to organize the operation of dairy farme eo that, along with an in- 
efease in the productivity of the @ileh herd, the average annual increase in the 
cow population my be within } percent. 


The factor of uniformity of production and sale of milk to the state during the 
year has 4 great effect on the solution of the problem of meeting the population's 
needs for dairy products. for example, about 21.1 million tone of milk were pro- 
duced in the republic in 1980, of which more than 13.1 million tone were sold to 
the state. On the average, one resident in the republic consumed 331 ke of milk 
and dairy products, which was almost 7 percent more than in 1970 and 35 percent 
more than in 1965. The demand for milk and dairy products is especially increas- 
ing in big cities and industrial centers, where the population is growing at rapid 
rates, 


However, in late fall, winter and early epring the demand of the population of 
cities and industrial centers for milk is by no means fully met. There is 4 short- 
age of whole milk during this period. However, there is 4 surplus of milk from 
May through September. The min reason for such an irregular supply of milk for 
the population lies in the seasonal nature of production of thie product. There 
are many kolkhozes and sovkhozes that produce 3 to 4 percent of the annual volume 
of milk from September through February and 15 to 18 percent, in May through Au- 
guet, that is, four to five times ae quch. Nonuniformity in milk production leads 
to an inefficient utilization of the capacities of the processing industry in the 
firet and fourth quarters. 





Uniformity of production and sale of milk to the state is attained by meeting at 
least three basic conditions. Firet, a11 animale must be provided with high-qual- 
ity heated barns. Second, sufficiency of all types of fodder is necessary. Third, 
calving gust be uniform. Let us dwell at greater length on meeting the third con- 
dition. 





it is well known that the dairy farming of the bulk of the republic's kolkhoges 
and sovkhoges is characterized by 4 seasonal nature of distribution of calving. 

On the average, in the last } years the first quarter has accounted for 35 percent 
of all the calving in 4 year, the second, for 31 percent, the third, for 15 per- 
cent and the fourth, for 19 percent. Studies by many ecientiste show ‘uct the 
month of calving greatly affects the productivity of cows. Cows delivering calves 
in September have the lowest productivity. When calving occurs during subsequent 
monthe, it increases, reaching the maxiqum level in cows delivering calves in Jan- 
uary. Then there is a gradual decrease in productivity. Therefore, in order to 
increase gross milk yields and to eliminate interruptions in the supply of milk 
for the population during the fall and winter period, it is advisable to attain a 
situation in which 25 to W percent of the total cow population delivers calves in 
the fourth quarter. Many suburban sovkhozes in Kiyevskaya, Krymskaya and L'vov- 
skaya oblasts have made definite advances in attaining wniform calving of cows. 
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There the annual productivity of cows is more than 4,000 ke and milk profitability 
exceeds 25 percent, in practice, the seasonal nature of milk production has been 
eliminated on advanced suburban sovkhoses, 


Significant potentials for an increase in the productivity of dairy farming and 
improvement in its economic indicators lie in the further specialisation and con- 
centration of this sector, About 3,500 kolkhoses and sovkhoses specialize in milk 
production in the republic. The proportion of these farme in land use comprises 
about 40 percent and in milk production, more than % percent. 


The number of farms with a stock of 1,000 cows and more sharply increased during 
the firet 4 yeare of the past five-year plan. Whereas at the beginning of 1976 
there were 1,469 such farme, or 16.1 percent, in the republic, at the beginning of 
1980 there were 2,112, that is, almost one and 4 half times ae many. The propor- 
tion of euch farms reached 23.9 percent. 


The concentration of animal fattening in the republic has a positive effect on the 
concentration of milk production. Thies is seen especially clearly in the repub- 
lic's suburban gones, Whereas previously 411 sovkhoses engaged in livestock fat- 
tening, now every second sovkhoe transfers calves to fattening farme. As 4 result, 
on many sovkhoges cows comprise 70 to 75 percent in the herd structure, which is 
very important for farme providing whole milk to big cities and industrial centers. 


By the beginning of last year these farms had 82 complexes for milk +roduction, 
including kolkhoges, 49 and sovkhozes, 33. A total of 12 out of the entire number 
of dairy complexes had 400 to 800 cowsy 34, from 800 to 1,200, 13, from 1,200 
1,600 and 3, from 1,600 to 2,000 cows. In all these complexes, in which there ce 
67,000 cows, in 1979 the average milk yield per cow was 152 kg higher than on kol- 
khozes, sovkhoges and interfarm enterprises throughout the republic. The expend- 
itures of labor per quintal of milk were 6.62 man-hours and of fodder, 1.48 quint- 
ale of fodder units, which wae 35.1 and 4.6 percent respectively less than on the 
republic's kolkhoges, Milk profitability in complexes exceeded 7 percent, whereas 
in ordinary ranches ite production was unprofitable. Dairy complexes in Odesskaya, 
L'vovekaya, Krymekaya, Kiyevekaya, Donetekaya and Khmel'nitekaya oblasts attained 
higher indicators. 


The data cited confirm the correctness of the course of gradually increasing the 
concentration of milk production in dairy complexes in the republic. 


it should be noted, however, that not 411 the republic's dairy complexes are used 
efficiently. A considerable number of their capacities in Khar'kovekaya, Vinnite- 
kaya, Volynekaya and Kirovogradskaya obla«ts are not fully supplied with a stock 
of cows and are not sufficiengly provided with fodder. Therefore, the productiv- 
ity of cows is still low there, iabor expenditures and production costs are high 
and milk production is unprofitable. 


Improvement in pedigree work and in the entire selection process in dairy farming 
is one of the important conditions for the transfer of milk production to an in- 


dustrial basis. 
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Several large-herned cattle breeds, of wWiich two are most widespread, that is, the 
fed=steppe and Simmenthal breeds, are regionalized in the Ukraine. An intensive 
process of replacement of many lecal breeds with black-and-white Priesians imported 
from Holland, Eetonia, ‘ithuania and Leningradskaya and Moskovekaya oblasts has oc- 
curred in many oblast in the last decade, 


‘wing to their high productivity and excellent acclimatization properties with a 
comparatively high adaptation to industrial keeping technology, the stock of cows 
of the black=-andewhite breed has increased rapidly in the last few years. At 
firet this breed was raised in the Polessk sone and subsequently it became wide- 
epread throughout the Ukraine. The proportion of the stock of cows of thie breed 
how comprises about 17 percent and by 1985 it will reach 25 to 26 percent in their 
total number. 


The data of the country's leading pedigree plants attest to the high potentials of 
cows of the black-and-white breed. For example, in 1976 the Lesnoye, Detskosel '- 
skiy and Petrovekoye pedigree farme in Leningradskaya Oblast, on the average, ob- 
tained 6,327, 5,139 and 5,023 ke of milk per cow, the fat content in milk comprie- 
ing 4.03, 3.72 and 3.77 percent. The Leenoye Pedigree Plant obtained 5,266 ke of 
milk with a fat content of 4.1 percent from firet heifere of a black-and-white cow 
and some of them gave 7,600 to 7,800 kg of milk during the period of lactation. 


On the Ploskovekiy Sovkhoe in Brovarekiy Rayon, Kiyevekaya Oblast, in 1979 the 
milk yie'd from each of the 286 first heifers of the black-and-white breed totaled 
5,323 ke with a fat content of 3.82 percent. On the Bortnichi Sovkhoz in Boris- 
pol'skiy Rayon of the same oblast 4,231 ke of milk with a fat content of 3.69 per- 
cent were obtained from each of the 263 first heifers. The Vinnikovekiy Sovkhoz 
in L'vovekaya Oblast and other farms in the republic annually obtain high milk 
yields from the first heifers of this breed. 


in the last few years the demands for an accelerated reproduction of this breed 
have increased considerably in connection with the mes transfer of dairy farming 
to an industrial basis. For this purpose it is necessary to improve breeding work 
in dairy farming through the implementation of a number of important measures. 
Concentration of the breeding of young replacement stock in specialised heifer en- 
terprises is one of them. The experience of Kiyevekaya, L'vovekaya, Ivano-Frankov- 
skaya, Krymekaya and other oblasts attests to the significant advantages of the 
breeding of young stock on such farms. fhe length of heifer-calve breeding is 
shortened by 6 to 7 months, their live weight at the breeding age increases by 50 
to 60 ke, or 12 to 15 percent, and the milk productivity of firet heifers rises. 





Productive stock is supplied to dairy complexes by 509 heifer farms, where sore 
than 1.3 million heifer-calves of all ages are bred annually. Production capaci- 
ties on them are increased mainly through reconstruction. In 1980 the indicated 
farms transferred 403,400 heifers, or 30 percent of all the heifers bred in the 
republic, to dairy complexes and ranches. This work is well organized in Kiyev- 
skaya and Ternopol'skaya oblasts, where 45,000 and 26,700 head of heifers vere 
bred last year. 
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tatremely important tasks have been set for sooveterinary farm specialists, that 
is, to develop highly productive herds of cows suitable for utilisation under new 
technological conditions and capable of paying well | «© fodder with output, Such 
work should outetrip the construction of dairy complexes. This process envisages 
4 selection of animals suitable for machine technology and a wide utilization of 
improving sires of specialized dairy breeds, that is, HWoletein-lriesian, Moubel- 
Yard, Angler and other breeds. 


Extensive purposeful work on improving the quality of milk has been done in the 
republic in the last few years. It gave positive results. in 1979 a total of 91 
to 95 percent of the milk sold by farms in Krymekaya, L'vovekaya, Ivano-Frankov- 
skaya, Zakarpatekaya, Chernigovekaya, Cherkasskaya, Dnepropetrovekaya, Volynekaya, 
Vinnitekaya, Ternopol'skaya and Poltavekaya oblaste was first-grade and, when sold, 
64 to 90 percent of the milk was cooled. At the same time, 4 considerable amount 
of the milk received from kolkhoses and sovkhozes in Zaporozhekaya, Nikolayevekaya, 
Sumekaya, Khersonekaya and Odesskaya oblaste is second-grade. Part of the milk is 
not accepted by milk plants because of increased contamination and acidity. 


Owing to the sale of a large amount of first-grade milk to the state, in 1980 kol- 
khozes and sovkhoges, according to preliminary data, additionally obtained about 
200 million rubles, including farms in Kiyevekaya Oblast, 13.4 million rubles, in 
Dnepropetrovakaya Oblast, 10.2 million rubles, in Donetekaya Oblast, 7.5 million 
rubles and in Krymekaya Oblast, 6.3 million rubles. Furthermore, for the delivery 
of cooled milk to the state kolkhoz and sovkhoz tille received 26,400 million ru- 
bles more, inc luding from 3.1 to 1.3 million rubles in Donetskaya, Dnepropetrov- 
skaya, Krymekaya, L'vovekaya and Cherkasskaya oblasts. 


in 1980 many farms in Volyneskaya, Voroshilovgradskaya, Ivano-Frankovekaya, L'vov- 
skaya, Ternopol 'ekaya and Khar ‘kovskaya oblasts attained a significant increase in 
the fat content of milk (as compared with previous years), for which they addition- 
ally obtained a significant amount of money. 


The need to reduce milk losses 4st all the stages of its production, storage, trans- 
portation and processing and to improve the quality of dairy products requires a 
search for new forms of procurements. A direct acceptance of milk on farms and a 
centralized delivery by specialized transport facilities of procurement organiza- 
tions are some of the advanced trends. This method of milk procurement makes it 
possible to shorten the time of its transportation to processing places and en- 
sures 4 smoother operation of dairy industry enterprises. 


The acceptance of milk in the localities, directly on kolkhozes and sovkhozes, and 
ite delivery by the ctraneport facilities of the isdustry and procurement organiza- 
tions have been carried out since 1969, but they began to develop more intensively 
after the adoption in 1972 of the decree of the USSR Council of Ministers “On a 
Gradual Transition to a Direct Acceptance of Livestock and Milk on Kolkhozes, Sov- 
khozes and Other Farms.” 


This advanced method has found practical use in a number of oblasts in the repub- 
lic. From 1972 through 1980 the number of farms from which milk was delivered by 
the industry's transport facilities increased from 185,000 to 1,195,000 tons and 
the volume of transported output increased from 164,000 to 1,704,000 tons, or from 
886 to 1,426 tone per fare respectively. In 1980 4 total of 1,190 tons of milk 
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were transported by every milk tank, However, the proportion of milk delivered by 
the industry's transport facilities in the total volume of ite procurements still 
remins low and comprised only 13 percent in 1980, 


The bulk of the ma.k ‘6 still delivered to processing enterprises by the transport 
facilities of farms. However, in meny regions and oblaste purposeful joint work 
by agricultural and procurement bodies on the introduction of a centralized deliv- 
ery of this product and on the utilisation with the greatest economic efficiency 
of material and technical resources directed toward the development of animal hus- 
bandry and the dairy industry is not carried out and advanced experience is poorly 
analyzed and not popularized sufficiently. The fact that with an approximately 
equal provision of oblasts with milk trucks and refrigerating unite the level of 
centralized milk transportation sharply fluctuates attests to this. In 1980 in 
Chernovitskaya Oblast it comprised 49 percent, in Ternopol 'skaya Oblast, 47 per- 
cent and in Zakarpatekaya Oblast, 40 percent, whereas in Odesskaya, Kirovogradska-~ 
ya, Donetskaya and Voroshilovgradskaya oblasts, only 3 to 8 percent. 


For the purpose of more efficiently utilizing the available transport facilities 
and material and technical resources for an increase in the volumes of centralized 
milk delivery it is necessary to determine the enterprises that with the lowest ex- 
penditures of capital investmente can fully change over to the acceptance of milk 
on farms and to give kolkhozes and sovkhoses practical assistance in the supply 
and operation of refrigerating unite and laboratory equipment. 


Experience shows that a centralized milk delivery will be efficient only when 
whole rayons, where the appropriate preparatory work is done, not individual farms, 
introduce it. The raw mterial zones of milk plants quet be clearly designated; 
the order of the technical equipment of farme on a ecale of rayons and oblasts mst 
be determined; the optimum transport traffic routes must be selected and the dates 
and frequency of milk transportation must be determined for every farm. 





The purposeful development of dairy farming, ae well as of animal husbandry as a 
whole, should be based on the establishment of a firm fodder base and a rational 
utilization of every kilogram of fodder. 


A correctly developed structure of sown areas plays an important role in an in- 
crease in fodder production. Among fodder crops perennial grass deserves special 
attention. In the output of fedder per unit of area it is second only to fodder 
roots, but greatly surpasses them in quality. Therefore, the following task was 
set for the republic's agricultural workers: In the next few years to increase 
the proportion of perennial grass in the structure of the fodder group of sown 
areas to 40 or 5O percent, as compared to 27 percent in 1980. It is also neces- 
sary to increase the proportion of the areas sown with soybeans in the south of 
the republic and of lupin in Poles'ye and the forest steppe. 


improvement in the utilization of natural fodder land will be a significant poten- 
tial for fodder production in the near future. In the republic there are 7 mil- 
lion hectares and pastures. However, in most rayons they are not utilized suffi- 
ciently. Often 6 to 10 quintals of hay per hectare are gathered from this land, 
whereas four to six times as much fodder is obtained per hectare of improved mead- 
ows and pastures on advanced farms. For example, on the Kolkhoz imeni Tel'man in 











Ovruchekiy Rayon, Z2Zhitomirskaya Oblast, owing to the intensification of meadow cul- 
tivation, 40 to 45 quintale of high-quality hay per hectare are obtained on natu- 
ral land, The Kolkhos imeni 21 S'yeada KPSS in Korostenskiy Rayon in the same ob- 
last on nonirrigated cultivated pastures of an area of 42 hectares, after the ap- 
plication of 7 quintale of mineral and 10 tone of organic fertilizers, obtained 69 
quintale of fodder unite per hectare, The Kolkhos imeni Lenin in Gorodokekiy Ma- 
yon, L'vovekaya Oblast, has obtained 65 to 70 quintale of fodder white per hectare 
on 330 hectares of pastures without irrigation over a period of many years. 


Even better indicators of fodder production are obtained on irrigated pastures. 
For example, on the Bortnichi Sovkhos in Borispol'skiy Rayon, Kiyevekaya Oblast, 
cultivated areas have been established on an area of 550 hectares. The farm ef- 
ficiently adheres to special technology providing for the sowing of four or five 
components of grass mixtures, an annual application of organic and mineral fertil- 
izere and a regular irrigation. The efficient organization of work on an increase 
in the yield and utilization of pastures makes it possible to annually obtain 80 
to 90 and more quintals of fodder unite containing 120 to 140 grams of digestible 
protein per hectare. The cost of a fodder unit is 1.8 kopecks. Perennial pas- 
tures give the farm about 80 percent of the total production of green fodder. On 
the sovkhog in 1980 the milk yield per cow totaled 4,784 kg. Production coste per 
quintal of milk were about 17 rubles. The farm obtained more than 500,000 rubles 
of profit from the sale of milk and ‘ts profitability exceeded 60 percent. 


A rational utilization of byproducts obtained during milk processing for fodder 
purposes should become an important trend in the additional production of fodder. 
Every year the expenditure of skimmed milk for feeding calves on the republic's 
farme totale 4.6 to 4.9 million tons. On the average, in 4 years of the 10th Five- 
Year Plan 644 kg of skimmed milk per head were used, including 648 kg on kolkhozes 
and 632 kg on state farms, which exceeds scientifically substantiated norms (600 
ke for pedigree heifer-calves and 400 to 450 kg for small bulls and heifer-calves 
bred for meat). On farms in Chernovitskaya Oblast the expenditure of skimmed milk 
is even higher, averaging 903 kg in 1976-1980. In Chernigovskaya Oblast it is 902 
kg, in Khersonskaya Oblast, 841 kg, in Kirovogradskaya Oblast, 902 kg and in Sum- 
skaya Oblast, 760 kg. Such an overexpenditure occurs basically in the third quart- 
er, when the arrival of skimmed milk from dairy plants to the ranches of kullhozes 
and eovkhozes is the same as in the second quarter, but the need for it for fodder 
purposes declines sharply. During this period animal husbandry is best provided 
with fodder and byproducts often are not used efficiently. Thus, in the third 
quarter the dairy industry annually returns to farms 2.6 to 2.8 times more skimmed 
milk than needed, whereas in the first quarter milk processing enterprises allo- 
cate 1.6 to 2 times less skimmed milk than needed for animal husbandry. In Voro- 
shilovgradskaya, Donetskaya, Zaporozhskaya, Dnepropetrovekaya, Krymskaya and Pol- 
tavekaya oblasts in the first quarter, during the period of mass production of 
calves and hoglings, 4 to 87 percent of the need for skimmed milk is met. 


Dairy industry enterprises must outline specific measures for an increase in the 
production of a whole-milk substitute so that the smallest amount of whole milk is 
used for feeding calves in winter. Approximately 30 percent of the need for a 
vhole-milk substitute is now met (on the average, in the last 3 years about 10 kg 
of a whole-milk substitute per baby calf have been used, including on kolkhozes, 

8 ke and on state farms, 14 kg). Therefore, 2.4 to 2.8 million tons of whole milk, 
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or about 12 percent of the whole milk produced in the republic, are annually usec 
for fodder purposes in the republic, On the average, in 1976-1979 a total of 262 
ke Of whole milk per baby calf were used on kolkhoges and estate farms, including 
268 kg on kolkhoges and 238 ke on state farma. The expenditure of whole milk in 
individual oblaste has a significant fluctuation. On kolkhoses and estate farm in 
Dnepropetrovekaya Oblast during the indicated years, on the average, 198 kg of milk 
per baby calf were used, in Donetskaya Oblast, 205 kg, in Voroshilovgradskaya Ob- 
last, 214 kg and in Zaporoghskaya Oblast, 216 kg, whereas on farma in L'vovekaya 
Oblast, 347 ke, in Zakarpatekaya Oblast, 379 kg, in Rovenskaya Oblast, 383 kg, in 
Ternopol 'ekaya Oblast, 406 kg and in Ivano-Frankovekaya Oblast, 423 kg. 


The rates of development of the mixed feed industry in the republic are hampered 

by a shortage of high-protein comp: \entse--fish and meat-and-bone meal, dry fodder 
yeast, vitamin and grase meal, mill and oil cakes, pulse crops and so forth, There- 
fore, it is necessary to ensure outstripping rates of production of high-protein 
agricultural crops and the development of the sectors that deliver protein compo- 
nents for animal husbandry. 


An all-around intensification, concentration and specialization of the sector and 

its transfer to an industrial basis will be the main trend in the further develop- 

ment of dairy farming on the republic's farms in the next few years. All this 

should contribute to an increase in the production of milk, improvement in its 

quality and a fuller provision of the population with dairy products. |

HORSE CONSIDERED IMPORTANT TO RURAL ECONOMY 
Horses for Private Plots 
Moscow SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' in Russian 31 May 81 p 3 
/art icle by lawyer A. Denisov (Moscow): “Not a Parasite, But a Helper"/ 


/Text/ The question: "Why in a number of places have they consigned to oblivion 
such an age-old helper of the peasant in all matters as the horse?" has been dis- 
cussed more and more often in recent times, especially since the publication of the 
decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers "On Addition- 
al Steps to Increase the Output of Agricultural Products on the Private Subsidiary 
Plots of Citizens." That it is needed does not arouse doubt. Another thing is not 
clear: Why, then, are there fewer and fewer horses? 


And the reasons, it turns out, in many ways are of a legal nature. When the maxi- 
mum norms of the inclusion of livestock in the private property of citizens were 
established several decades ago (these norms are specified by the legislation of 
the union republics), in the different republics the question of including a horse 
in the private property of a citizen was solved in different ways. In 13 republics 
there are norms on the procedure of including a horse, while in 2 republics (the 
Moldavian SSR, the Armenian SSR) nothing is mentioned at all abcut horses in the 
legislation. 


In the Uzbek, Kazakh, Kirghiz and Tajik SSR's the possibility of having a mare for 
koumiss is provided for in the norms of including livestock in the private property 
of citizens. Thus, the village inhabitants of these republics have a horse and use 
it on the private subsidiary plot as manpower and « means of transportation. In 
the remaining republics various restrictions have been established for including a 
horse in the private property of citizens. 


In the Ukraine, Azerbaijan, Georgia, Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia, in order to 
have a horse it is necessary to obtain the permission of the rayon soviet executive 
committee. In Latvia such permission is granted without the specification of any 
other circumstances. In the Ukraine and Azerbaijan this is possible “with allow- 
ance for local conditions.” It is more difficult to obtain the permission of the 
rayon soviet executive committee in Georgia, Lithuania and Estonia. Here it is 
granted “in individual cases" or “as an exception.” 











In the KRSPSK even higher inetances settle the question of each horse, Here, in 
order to obtain ermission to buy a horse, the citizen of the village should appeal 
to the oblast (kray) soviet executive committee. And here they may grant such per- 
mission only "with allowance for local conditions and national peculiarities." It 
is not specified in the legislation what the “local conditions" are, and in fact 
the settlement of the question depends entirely on the discretion of the executive 
committee. The procedure concerning the right to purchase a horse is even more com- 
plicated in Belorussia. Were, too, only the oblast soviet executive committee 
grants permission, but “in individual cases, as an exception." 


It seems that this iegislation is clearly outdated and is at variance with the de- 
mands of life. 


At present any citizen can buy 4 passenger car with several tens of horsepower, but 
it is practically impossible to buy one such horsepower=-a horse. And they Look at 
this namely askance. They express the apprehensions that, they say, the owner of a 
horse will switch over to the “carrier's” trade and will cease to work in the pub- 
lic sector. Such apprehension is hardly valid. Hundreds of thousands of kolkhoz 
farmers and other village inhabitants have motor vehicles, but they have not left 
the kolkhozes and have not turned into “private” taxi drivers. 


At times they also say the following: additional fodders will be required for a 
horse, but, they say, even so there are not enough of them. This doubt, in our 
opinion, also does not have any basis. The horse always was a breadwinner and 
never was a parasite. If there were a horse on the plot, the possibility of sharp- 
ly increasing the amount o1 fodders would appear first of all by means of it. Then 
the kolkhoz farmer or the sovkhoz worker would be able to cut tens of times more 
hay (by means of a horse-drawn mower) than by hand, as well as to deliver this hay 
to the village. There would be enough hay, which has been brought by the horse, 
incidentally, not only for one's own cow and horse. The kolkhoz or sovkhoz would 
receive a ood half of it (ae is stipulated by the law in the case of the mowing 
and procurement of hay on unproductive land). Consequently, everyone: both the 
kolkhoz farmer and the kolkhoz, would benefit. 





in general, as numerous facts convince us, even among some agricultural workers a 
disdainful attitude toward the horse has formed in recent years. Its role in so- 
cial production is also underestimated, although it performs much work where busi- 
ness is managed economically. Here is confirmation of the fact that the horse is 
underrated in the village. Whereas i: 1975 we had 6,749,000 horses, on | January 
of last year there were 5,619,000 of them. Meanwhile, in such a large capitalist 
country as the United States, where there is much diverse agricultural equipment, 
the number of horses during the same period increased from 7.6 miliion to 9.1 mil- 
lion. 


The use of tractors and motor vehicles for operacions, which could be performed 
more successfully and, what is the main thing, many times more economically by 
horse, is so widespread in agriculture precisely due to the lack of horses and 
their unskillful use. 


At present it is recommended to kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other agricultural enter- 
prises to have at the farms the necessary number of horses or other draft animals, 
as well as the appropriate implements, means of small-scale mechanization for the 
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cultivation of private plots, the procurement and delivery of fodders and the meet~ 
ing of other needs which are connected with the management of private eubsidiary 
farms. Thies is very good. But, it seems, at the same time it would also be good 
to solve the question of the possibility of the peasant himself to acquire a horse. 
At present 550,000 horses in all remain in the ownership of citizens in our coun- 
try. Moreover, the bulk=--335,000--are in Kazakhstan and Kirghizgia, where they are 
included in the norma of the keeping of livestock. Others should also follow this 


example! 
Horse Breeding, Use 
Minsk SEL'SKAYA GAZETA in Russian 6 May 81 p 2 
/Article by P. Zalesskiy: "Does the Villaye Need the Horse?"/ 


/Text/ When I asked Aleksandr Petrovich Kudryavtsev, chairman of the Revolutsiya 
Kolkhoz of Bykhovskiy Rayon, this question, he merely looked at me with surprise. 


"The word ‘need’ is wrong. It was and always will be necessary in the village," 
he replied. 





And indeed, from time immemorial man has been attached to the horse. And this ac- 
tachment is displayed especially clearly in childhood. At the kolkhoz about 200 
school children work on horses in the summer, and a line forms because there are 
not enough of them. Thereby the school children are not becoming estranged from 
the traditional occupations of their parente and from their native land. Retirees 
alsu willingly work om horses. They have 60 animals permanently attached to them. 


The kolkhoz is not in the least worse supplied with tractors, motor vehicles and 
other equipment than other farms. And still there are 182 horses here. They are 
kept in good stables. The stablemen maintain well and issue the harness, wagons 
and pull-type implements. 


The draft power is used mainly where it is impossible to use equipment or its use 
would be to the detriment of the economy. In the winter fodders are delivered to 
the farms by carting, manure is removed from the calf pens and other livestock 
buildings, which a tractor cannot enter. In the summer there is even more work. 
Of the 700 private plots only 80 are cultivated by tractors, the rest are culti- 
vated by horses. Of the 900 hectares of meadows in the Dnepr floodplain 400 are 
flooded. Last year it was impossible to get near a part of the area with equip- 
ment. And if there had been no horses, they would have remained unharvested. And 
so eight horse-drawn movers and six horse-drawn rakes were put into operation. 
They pulled out the grass on rakes and dried it for hay. As a result 300 tons of 
hay and 1,500 tons of haylage were procured on these tracts. Moreover, the horses 
hauled 1,200 tons of straw. 


The efficient use of horses during the past five-year plan gave the kolkhoz a 
profit. Instead of the planned cost of one horse-day of | ruble 46 kopecks it was 
| ruble 2U kopecks. 


Much attention is being devoted to horse breeding at the 18 Parts"yezd Kolkhoz of 
this rayon. In all 130 horses are being used effectively and are also providing 
a profit. 
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“Ll cannot imagine what we would do without horses," says kolkhos chairman F, I, 
Krivonogov. "A horse will get through where it is inaccessible to any machine, 
We are gradually increasing the population." 


Very unfortunately, they are looked upon this way far from everywhere in Bykhovekiy 
Rayon. The population for the rayon as a whole is decreasing. And in the republic 
the situation is no better. In the past 4 years alone the number of horses has de- 
creased by 36,100, 


What is the matter? The point is that there is no control over the estate of horse 
breeding on the part of agricultural organs. Even the plan on the maintenance of 
the number of horses is not being delivered to the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. Who- 
ever wants to keeps as many as he wishes. At many farms due to the neglect of 
pedigree and breeding work the output of young stock is very low. The year before 
last, for example, only 24 foals were obtained from 100 mares. 


Why is horse breeding being fully developed at one farm, while at another it has 
been reduced to nought? The degree of foresight of one farm manager or another hae 
an effect. In this respect the development of horse breeding at a number of farms 
of Sennenskiy Rayon can serve as an example. At the Yasnaya Zarya Kolkhoz during 
the lOth Five-Year Plan the population increased from 152 to 218. Last year the 
horses provided a considerable profit. Horse breeding is being developed quite 
well at the Plamya Sovkhoz and the Sovkhoz imeni Gorovets, the Kolkhoz imeni Zhda- 
nov and the Kolhoz imeni Lenin. 


Everything depends precisely on the managers of the farms. The Bogushevskiy Breed- 
ing Farm is in this rayon. At one time Yevgeniy Nikolayevich Makhin'kov, the cur- 
rent chairman of the rayon soviet executive committee, worked here as the director. 
At that time horses were held in great esteem. Not only did they deliver fodders 
to the farms, remove manure and cultivate gardens on them, but also successfully 
procured fodders. The breeding farm was the leading one in the rayor. 


But then Vasiliy ‘edorovich Moshkanov became director, and the situation changed. 
The number of horses decreased sharply. Only six of them were left in the Kichino 
brigade, to which several villages belonged. Two of them are used for delivering 
fodders to the farm, while there is nothing to harness the others with. In this 
brigade horses have not been used for a long time now for procuring fodders. On 
large areas the hayfields remain unharvested. 


Much straw is being wasted in the field. And all this is explained by the fact 
that the equipment cannot cope with it. It is not surprising that the livestock 
are being maintained on a semistarvation diet. The horses, for example, are al- 
located only 3 kilograms of slightly rotten straw a day. 


Now the time has come to cultivate the »rivate gardens, but there is nothing to do 
it with. ‘This is what mismanagement leads to. For it has been proven that even 
with large-scale mechanization it is still more profitable to cultivate gardens 
with horses. 


Or there is the following fact. It is often possible to come across on the road 


through the village a tractor with a cart, in which no more straw or hay has been 
loaded than in a wagon. Moreover, there are three loaders and a tractor driver on 
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the tractor, But 4 single horse rider could have coped with the same amount of 
work, 


At many farms, unfortunately, tractors and moter vehicles are being used for the 
hauling of emall loads over a short distance, for cultivating uwneontoured land par- 
cele and gardens and many other minor operations. Thies leads to the excessive con-= 
sumption of fuel and lubricants and does eronomic hare, 


it @ust not be forgotten that hbeorse breeding serves a6 an important source of the 
supplementation of food resources! it provides inexpensive, but valuable meat. 

for example, food industry workers know that you will not produce the choicest sau- 
sages wilhout horse meat, The robust veverage koumies ie made from the wilk of 
mares. Horses aleo play an important role in the biological and medical industry 
as donors, Many sedical sera and vaccines are made from the blood of horses. 


And still the main importance of horse breeding in our republic reduces mainly to 
serving ae a draft foree of the Livestock sector and to the cultivation of private 
pilots. Se net only the decrease of the number of horses, but aleo the supply of 
farms with pull=type implements are causing anxiety. Por in order to purchase har- 
ness, carts and sledges it is necessary to go to the Ukraine or the Baltic repub- 
lics. There ie no axle grease, instead of which expensive centraliy allocated 
lubricant grease is being used, ae well as horseshoes, forged naile and many other 
things. At the technical supply base of the Sennenskiy Rayon Sel ‘khostekhnika, for 
example, there are now 209 mille of wheele for carte, 50 collars, 10 haltere and 

20 plows. That is 4 meager amount. But there ie no place at ali to buy axles, 
saddles, reins, girthe, ridge bande and other harness. And it is impossible to 
purchase collare; they are of large sizes. The necessary ones are not availabie 

at the base. As for wheel mille, all were distributed tong ago according to orders. 
The new orders remain unfilled. What is there to carry ganure in to the private 
plote’ The Leninekiy put’ Kolkhoe alone now needs 20 carts. Back in becember the 
bill for the wheele was paid, but the kolkhoe was not included in the schedule of 
allocations, because there are not enough wheel mille. 


There is 4 problem. It must be solved comprehensively, capably. it is easy to 
foree the horses from the stables, it is @uch @ore difficult to restore the popula- 
tion.

The Gosbank, taking into consideration the development of public production 
the need to increase ite efficiency, constantly improves the eyetes of 
long-term credit extension to kolkhoses for production expenditures and 
investments.

in accordance with the decisions of the March (1965) Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee and the 23rd CPSU Congress the country's kolkhoses were traneferred to 
direct bank credit extension. An analysis of the practice of temporary -credit 
relations of the bank with kolkhoges showed that with the transfer of kolkhoses to 
direct credit extension the effect of credit on the development of the economy and 
finances of kolkhoges intensified and ite role in the strengthening of cost account 
ing principles imcreased. At the same time, along with the advantages of direct 


credit extension this procedure eleo had some shortcomings. 


With due regard for the experience accumulated in direct bank credit extension to 
kolkhoves {or production expenditures and in long-tere credit extension for capi- 
tal investments on } August 1979 the Gosbank board approved an instruction for 
credit extension to kolkhoges, which envisaged 4 number of new propositions sined 
at promptly providing kolkhoges with loans and increasing the role of credit in 
the development of public production and rise in ite efficiency. 


it is specified that short-term credits are granted to kolkhowses for covering the 
seasonal shortage of funde throughout the farm, including the sonetary part of tle 
wages of kolkhoe members, according to the production and financial plan. Credite 
fot production expenditures are granted to kolkhoses from 

count or the special current account. At the same time, the selection of 

cedure of credit extension is determined by the manager of the Gosbank inetitutian 
in coordination with kolkhoses and local agricultural bodies. 

















Gosbank institutions extend credits to kholkhoses provided they meet the require= 
mente of the Model Kolkhoe Rules for a correct allotment of income to accumulation 
and consumption funds, mandatory deduction of funde for the replacement of fined 
and ty capital, ite safety and specific utilisation and prompt liquida- 
tien oane, 


Under the conditions of development of credit relations of the bank with kolkhoses 
the principles of organisation of credit extension have aleo improved, It is stip- 
ulated that credite are granted to kolkhoses in the form of direct, time, specific 
and reimbursable credit extension and are secured with physical assets, ae well ae 
with kolkhoe income, Ase 4 tule, short-term loane for production expenditures, 
long-term loans for capital investments and short-term loane for capital invest- 
ments and mjor repaire are granted to kolkhoges in the absence of overdue debts 
on these types of loane alone, At the same time, there is aleo an exception to 
thie rule. For example, loans to kolkhoses for wages for kolkhos members and non- 
meabere and long-term credits for capital cone.ruction carried out by contract ing 
state and interfare construction organisations are issued regardless of the state 
of settlements of previously obtained loans. 





in conpection with the tranefer of kolkhoses to direct credit extension the work 
of Gosbank institutions on the examination of their production and financial plane 
has intensified, because they are the basic documents in credit extension. As 4 
rule, the production and financial plan is submitted to the Gosbank institution by 
the beginning of the year, but no later than 15 Pebruary of the planned year. 


When drawing up the production and financial plan, kolkhoses should proceed from 
the need for expanded reproduction, fulfillment of production plane and attainment 
of the highest resulte with the lowest expenditures of labor and funds. The suc- 
cessful development and strengthening of the economy and finances largely depend 
on 4 correct planning of production and financial activity. 


in the last few yeare 4 great deal has been done to improve production planning. 
However, practice showe that in the production and financial plane of many ' >i - 
khoges there are still serious shortcomings. Often individual farms draw uy plane 
not on schedule and in an inferior way and submit them to Gosbank institutions 
late, which, of course, hampere 4 correct determination of short<tere credits for 
production expenditures and of long-tere credits for capital investments. Econ- 
omically weak farms most often draw up and submit ineufficiently substantiated 
plane to the Gosbank. In these plane the expected receipts often do not cover the 
expenditures. Thus, the prerequisites for obtaining surplus amounts of credits 
are created at the planning stage, Which in the final analyeie leads to 4 late re- 
payment of part of the bank loans and to the occurrence of nonpayments of loans. 


Gosbank inetitutions, when analyzing the production and financial plane of kol- 
khoves, primrily economically weak kolkhoses, should draw special attention to 
the reflection in them of the provisions of the Model Kolkhoe Rules concerning 
the maxiqum output with the lowest expenditure of labor and funds, increase in 
the wages of kolkhoe members on the basis of an outstripping growth of labor pro- 
ductivity and mandatory deduction from income of funds for the replacement of 
fixed and circulating capital and to the economic substantiation of the credits 
to be received and to their repayability. At the same time, State Bank inetitu- 
tions should proceed from the fact that the short-tere loans for the harvest and 
output of the current year that are to be obtained shou 4 be secured with liqui- 
dation from thie vear’s incom. 
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in cases When, a8 4 Fesult of an examination of production and financial plane, 
the State Rank institution detects shortcomings, it advises the kolkhos of this 
for plan correction, Vor af examination of the disagreements arising between the 
kolkhoe and the bank on individus! items of the production and financial plan and, 
in particular, on the amount of credit, ite repayment dates and other indicators, 
in the necessary cases the manager of the Gosbank institution presents 4 written 
comelusion to the rayon executive committee, If specific probleme connected with 
the planning of kolkhoe activity cannot be solved on the spot, the Gosbank ineti- 
tution reports this to the Gosbank office with the appropriate proposals and cal- 
culations, The Gosbank office examines these proposals on the spot together with 
the administration of agriculture and advises the Gosbank inetitution of the deci- 
sion made by the office, With due cegard for this the Gosbank department extends 
eredit to the kolkhog, 


During the year in commection with a change in the conditions of production and 
sale of products the kolkhoe sometimes mkes changes in income and expenditure in 
the production and financial plan. At the same time, the kolkhoe advises the Goe- 
bank institution of the quarters, items and amounts in which changes are made. The 
Gosbank institution carefully examines the substantiation of the changes made, at 
the same time, keeping in mind that credits are extended to kolkhozes in amounts 
secured with repayment. in cases when changes in income and expenditure are made 
in the annual plan, they should be approved by the kolkhoe in accordance with the 
established procedure and examined by the rayon executive committee. Only after 
thie does the Gosbank institution accept the plan for credit extension. 


in the process of temporary credit relations with kolkhozes Gosbank inetitutions 
should pay special attention to problems of control over the issue of funds and 
eredite for wages for kolkhoe members and for hired and enlisted workers engaged 
in thebasic production activity. These expenditures make up 4 significant part in 
the total amount of the expenditures of kolkhogzes on production. 


Puedes for these purposes are issued to the kolkhoe within the annual wage fund en- 
visaged in the production and financial plan. To obtain funde for wages, the kol- 
khoe submite 4 monthly certificate of the accrued wages for the basic activity to 
the Gosbank institution on the date scheduled. The Gosbank institution examines 
the correspondence of the accrued wages to the established fund envisaged in the 
production and financial plan. 


in cases when the kolkhog overfulfille the plan for the production of agricul tural 
products, funde for wages for kolkhoe members and hired workers engaged in the ba- 
sic activity are iseved to it upon submission of the appropriate calculation in 
excess of the annual fund with due regard for the overfulfillment of the production 
plan. At the same time, the Gosbank institution should carefully check these cal- 
culations. 


in other cases funde for vages can be issued to the kolkhoe in excess of the an- 
nual fund following its substantiated application and the conclusion of the Gos- 
bank institution after an examination of the results of economic and financial ac~- 
tivity by the rayon executive committee. At the same time, the Gosbank institu- 
tion should proceed from the assumption that the repayability of the credit ex- 
tended for this purpose is secured from the curcent year's income. 











in their practical work Gosbank institutions should pay much attention to the wob- 
lem of a correct preparation of quarterly credit plans, The planning of credits 
for kolkhoges aime at correctly establishing the amount of loans necessary to meet 
the normal needs of production and sale of producte with due regard for the move- 
ment of internal cireulating capital, 


The Gosbank institution drawe up credit plane on the basis of the production and 
financial plane of kolkvoses. The planned amount of credit for covering the sea- 
sonal shortage of funde for the corresponding quarter is determined as the differ- 
ence between the amount of 411 monetary expenditures and the receipte of funds ac- 
cording to the production and financial plan. 


in some cases when in the course of plan fulfillment the kolkhoe has an additional 
need for credit (excess of debts over the established planned amount of credit) in 
connection with the implementation of additional measures and the incurment of ex- 
penditures for ensuring the overfulfillment of the output plan (additional supply 
of seeds, fodder, fertilizers, fuel and other commodity stocks and increase in the 
stocks of products produced by the farm), ae well ae with the postponement of the 
performance of agricultural operations owing to weather conditions, the Gosbank 
institution, not suspending credit extension to the kolkhog, determines the sub- 
stantiation of the need for additional credit, exercising the right to maneuver 
credit for this, and, if needed, aske in advance for the planned amount of credit 
in accordance with the established procedure. 


To obtain additional credit (in the above-mentioned cases), the kolkhoz promptly 
submits a substantiated application with the appropriate calculations to the Gos- 
bank institution. The Gosbank inetitution carefully checks these calculations and 
after that determines the further credit relations with the kolkhoz. 


The Gosbank institution should pay special attention to 4 correct establishment of 
the amount of credit at the end of the year. Credit extension to the kolkhos dur- 
ing the following year largely depends on this. 


When planning the amount of credit at the end of the year, the Gosbank institution 
should proceed from the assumption that the amount of credit at the end of the 
year should not be higher than the amount determined as the excess of the expend- 
itures for the harvest and output of the next year and of the remainders of young 
animile and fattening livestock, seeds, fodder, mineral fertilizers, petroleum 
products and other credited commodity stocks over the availaiility of internal 
circulating capital at the beginning of the current year and ite replacement ac- 
cording to the plan for 4 year, a6 well as the amount of deferred debts on short- 
term loans, debte on long-term loans for production purposes at the end of the 
year (including loans issued in the current year) and debts on wages for kolkhoz 
members carried over to the following year. 


in some cases when kolkhoges credited from 4 loan account, as a result of an irre- 
gular receipt of income and incurment of expenditures, have an intraquarterly 
shortage of funds, at the request of kolkhozes the Gosbank institution provides 
intraquarterly credits for such farms. 
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In order not to hamper the process of production and ite provision with loans, be~ 
fore obtaining notices of the planned amounts of credit for the new quarter from 
4 superior office, Gosbank institutions can extend credits to kolkhoses for pro- 
duction expenditures within 90 percent of the amount of iseue of loane envisaged 
by the Gosbank department in the draft credit plan. 


Under the new conditions of direct bank credit extension and a significant increase 
in credite for th development of kolkhos production credit security with commodity 
stocks takes on great importance, Before the introduction of the new inetruction 
credit security was not checked on kolkhoges. This lowered the responsibility of 
kolkhoges for a correct use of credits, Often thie led to the fact that some kol~- 
khores had excess security, while others incurred unsecured debts. The experience 
in direct credit extension confirmed the need to introduce checks of credit secu- 
rity based on the reports of kolkhoges. At present Gosbank inetitutionse check the 
security and specific utilization of the issued loans by kolkhoses based on the 
data of bookkeeping balances once in 4 quarter. In cases when the farm works well, 
uses short=term credite only during certain periods of the year and does not incur 
overdue debts on loans, with the permission of the manager of the Gosbank inetitu- 
tion a check on debt security based on quarterly balances my be avoided. However, 
a check on credit security based on annual reports should be made on 411 kolkhoses 
with debts on short-term loans. 


With the introduction of the check of credit security the problem of evaluating 
the availability of commodity stocks takes on great importance. For example, the 
reminders of commodity stocks and expenditures of incomplete production are ac~- 
cepted as credit security according to the balance value. However, it is neces- 
sary to take into consideration that not 411 physical assets can be accepted as 
security for debte on loans. For example, superfluous, unnecessary, unmarketable 
and nonealeable physical assets, as well as output and other assets whose storage 
conditions do not meet technical norms, are not accepted for crediting. The Gos- 
bank institution warne the kolkhoe board about the suspension of credit extension 
against such assets and, if needed, raises problems before local authorities. 





When checking credit security, Gosbank institutions and kolkhozes must correctly 
determine the sources of covering physical assets and expenditures of incomplete 
production. For example, internal circulating capital, when security is checked 
on | April, 1 July and 1 Oetober, is taken into account in the amount of ite ac- 
tual availability at the beginning of the year. However, when credit security is 
checked at the end of the year, internal circulating capital is taken into account 
in the amount of ite actual availability at the beginning of the year and its re- 
placement according to the plan in 1 year. With regard to the debts on the wages 
of kolkhoe members excluded during a security check, they are accepted in an amount 
no bigger than the amount of short-term credits isesved to settle wages with kol- 
khoze members for the past period from the date of the balance (according to which 
security is checked) to the day of the actual check. 


Gosbank institutions should promptly check credit security and critically examine 
the results of the check, taking the measures necessary to prevent cases of occur- 
rence of unsecured debts. 








Control over 4 prompt repayment of credits by kolkhoges occupies 4 very important 
place in the work of Gosbank institutions, Kolkhoses, operating on the basis of 
self=-support, should compare their income and expenditure and take into consider-~ 
ation the need for 4 prompt repayment of loans. The bulk of the credit is repaid 
during the period of excess of monetary income over expenditure. Gosbank inetitu- 
tions must constantly see to it that income and expenditure plane are fulfilled by 
kolkhoges and that kolkhoses make efficient use of internal funds and loans. 


The liquidation of short-term credits by kolkhoses receiving credite from a loan 
account ie made from the current account in accordance with the presented time ob- 
ligations. In cases when the kolkhos, after the expiration of the period indicated 
in the obligation with a shortage of funds for the liquidation of debts according 
to the obligation, cannot liquidate the loan, the Gosbank inetitution establishes 
the reasons for this and jointly with the kolkhos determines the operative meas- 
ures that should be taken to liquidate the debts. If there ise a real possibility 
of liquidating the debts within the forthcoming 3 to 5 days, the manager of the 
Gosbank institution can grant 4 postponement of the liquidation of thie loan. 





If the kolkhoe, for reasons not depending on it, cannot liquicate the credit (de- 
lay in the ripening and gathering of the harvest, lack of good roads, quarantine 
and need for 4 special treatment of livestock and poultry), the manager of the Gos- 
bank institution after an examination of a substantiated application can grant such 
a kolkhos 4 postponement of the Liquidation of the debts on loans for 4 period of 
up to 60 days. When the planned amount of credit is insufficient, the Gosbank in- 
stitution aske for it in accordance with the established procedure. 


Long-term credite of the USSR Gosbank, whose amounts increase annually, are of 
great importance in the realization of capital investments and in the strengthen- 
ing of the material and technical base of agriculture. 


Practice shows that Gosbank inetitutions carry out active work in the direction of 
intensification of the role of credit in the further strengthening of the material 
and technical base of kolkhoges and increase in the efficiency of control over an 
improvement in the planning of capital investments, prompt and correct planning of 
capital construction, concentration of funds on start-up and carryover projects, 
observance of the planned periods of construction and reduction in the volumes of 
incomplete construction. 


When shortcomings are disclosed in the planning of capital investments, Gosbank 
inetitutions place the appropriate demands on kolkhoz boards and, if needed, pres- 
ent the appropriate proposals to local authorities. 


Long-term credite extended to kolkhozes are assigned primarily for expenditures 
on the development of public animal husbandry, purchase of agricultural equipment 
and other measures for production purposes. For example, 43 percent of the total 
credits extended to kolkhoges in 1979 were assigned for the construction of live- 
stock barns, mechanization of farms and expenditures on the formation of the basic 
herds and 27 percent, for the purchase of agricultural equipment. At the same 
time, 64 percent of the long-term credits allocated to kolkhozes for capital con- 
etruction are assigned for the completion of start-up and carryover projects. 














Gosbank institutions should pay much attention to the preparation of plane for 
long-term credit for capital investments, At the same time, Gosbank institutions 
should examine the substantiation of the planning of the volumes of capital invest- 
mente, their correspondence to the volumes accepted in the plan for the appropriate 
year and in the calculations for the draft plan for economic and social development 
for the planned year and the provision of the envisaged construction with mteriale, 
equipment, planning estimates approved in accordance with the established proce- 
dure, capacities of contracting organizations and manpower for construction carried 
out by the economic method. 


During the period of preparation of credit plane Gosbank institutions should take 
an active part in the examination of title and intraconetruction title liste in 
order to prevent the dispereal of funds over numerous projects. At the same time, 
it is necessary to proceed from the fact that funde should be primarily a! located 
for start-up projects and projects and measures carried over from past years in 
the amounts needed for their completion and commissioning on the dates scheduled 
and the allocation of funds for the years of conetruction should correspond to the 
periods of construction envisaged in the title list. 


When drawing up long-term credit plans, Gosbank institutions should also see to it 
that, as a rule, long-term credits are assigned in the total amount of forthcoming 
expenditures for a given measure so that kolkhozes may meet other expenditures of 

a capital nature from internal funds. The credits allocated to kolkhozes should 
be assigned primarily for expenditures on the expansion, reconstruction and retool - 
ing of existing production projects ensuring the mechanization of labor intensive 
production processes and an increase in production capacities. When projects for 
credit extension are chosen, preference should be given to highly efficient meas- 
ures and rapidly repaying complexes and construction projects with due regard for 
the provision of the plan for the production and sale of products to the state. 


When examining new construction plans, long-term credits should be assigned pria- 
arily for projects and measures producing the greatest economic effect with a view 
to stimulating the further intensification and specialization of agricultural pro- 
duction and the fulfillment and overfulfillment of the plans for the production of 
agricultural products and their sale to the state. 


When drawing up plans for long-term credits in coordination with agricultural bod- 
ies, it is necessary to take into consideration that credits should be assigned 
primirily to economically weak farms. 


An analysis of the sources of financing planned capital investments and of the re- 
ality of the amounte envisaged by kolkhozes of deductions from net income for the 
replacement of the indivisible fund in the part of fixed capital, of depreciation 
deductions and of other receipts for capital investments and major repairs and the 
substantiation of the planning of long-term credits occupy an important place in 
the work with kolkhozes at this section. 


Practice has shown that many kolkhozes commit significant violations during the 
transfer of funds from current accounts to the accounts of capital investments, 
which in many cases leads to immobilization of internal circulating capital for 
expenditures of a capital nature. Gosbank institutions should keep in mind that 














transfers to the accounts of capital investments of depreciation deductions and of 
advance deductions for the replacement of the indivisible fund in the part of fixed 
and other capital intended for capital investments are made by the kolkhog every 
month on the basis of a promptly submitted bookkeeping certificate. At the same 
time, advance deductions from income for the replacement of the indivisible fund 

in the part of fixed capital are mde at the rates established by the plan from 
their actual receipt in the part of net income and depreciation deductions and 
other funde intended for capital investments and major repairs, according to the 
formation of the appropriate sources. 





Special attention should be drawn to an analysis of the tranafer of funds by kol- 
khozes in the fourth quarter. During thie period the transfers of funds from in- 
come for the replacement of the indivisible fund in the part of fixed capital are 
made with due regard for the expected income in a year, whose amount is determined 
according to the data of the calculation made by the kolkhoz and submitted to the 
Gosbank institution simultaneously with the balance on 1 October. In case it turns 
out that the amount of advance deductions entered in the account of capital invest- 
ments exceeds the amount of the funds subject to deduction on the basis of the ac- 
tuelly expected income, the superfluously transferred amount should be restored to 
the current account or credited during a subsequent transfer of depreciation de- 
ductions and other funds intended for capital investments to the account of capi- 
tal investments. 


In practical work Gosbank institutions should pay constant attention to the con- 
trol over the state of mutual accounts between the basic activity and the sphere 
of capital investments and demand from kolkhozes the regulation of these accounts 
no less often than once a month. 


A prompt receipt and examination of documents connected with the crediting of cap- 
ital investments are important factors in the work of the Gosbank institution. In 
particular, the financing and crediting of capital investments are made upon the 
presentation by kolkhozes of production and financial plans, the title list ap- 
proved in accordance with the established procedure, the intraconstruction title 
list and the certificate of the approval of planning documents, as well as copies 
of the consolidated estimate for the engineering (engineering work) plan and of 
other documents. In cases when construction is carried out by a contracting or- 
ganization, kolkhozes also submit to the Gosbank institution contracts of hiring 
work for capital construction and additional agreements concluded in accordance 
with the rules of the contract of hiring work. These documents should be submitted 
to the Goshink institution no later than 15 February. Until then long-term cred- 
ite in accordance with the Long-term credit plan are issued for expenditures on 
the construction of carryover projects within their estimated cost if during the 
past year the construction of these projects was carried out with the participa- 
tion of the Gosbank's long-term loans, as well as for the purchase of new agri- 
cultural equipment, pedigree livestock and planting stock for orchards and vine- 
yards. 


in cases when the presentation of the necessary documents for financing is delayed 
for reasons not depending on the kolkhoz, after 15 February the manager of the 
Goabank institution can permit the issue of long-term credits to the kolkhoz with- 
in 10 days provided measures are taken on the part of the kolkhoz board for the 
presentation of the appropriate documents. 
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Gosbank inst. utions carefully examine the submitted documents. At the same time, 
special attention should be given to the following: provision of the projects and 
expenditures included in the intraconstruction title List with the approved plan- 
ning estimates; correspondence of the assignments for the commissioning of capaci- 
ties and fixed capital to their commissioning dates; provision of start-up and 
carryover complexes and projects with capital investments in the amounts necessary 
for commissioning them on the scheduled dates; correspondence of the annual volume 
of work accepted on the basis of a contract with the general contractor to the vol- 
ume of work subject to fulfillment by the contract method, as well as of the bal- 
ance of envisaged expenditures on capital investments with the sources of their 
coverage, that is, with internal funds and the allocated long-term credits. 


Long-term credits are granted to kolkhozes provided the construction periods en- 
visaged in the title list are observed as applied to the existing norms of dura- 
tion of state agricultural enterprises. In cases when construction is not com- 
pleted on the date scheduled for reasons not depending on the farm, following a 
substantiated application by the kolkhoz the Gosbank institution can extend the 
credit for projects of an estimated cost of up to 300,000 rubles for a period of 
up to 3 months. In some cases, following the «pplication of an appropriate exe- 
cutive committee of the soviet of people's deputies, the credit can be extended 
for a period of up to 6 months. At the same time, credit extension is possible if 
measures are taken to complete construction within this period. For projects of 
an estimated cost of 300,000 to 1 million rubles credit is extended with the per- 
mission of an oblast, kray and republic (autonomous republic) Gosbank office and 
for projects of an estimated cost of more than 1 million rubles, a republic (Union 
republic) Gosbank office. 


When construction is carried out by the contract method, long-term loans, as well 
as funds from the accounts of capital investments of kolkhozes, are issued for the 
transfer to contracting organizations of advances for covering the planned expend- 
itures on the incomplete performance of construction and installation work, on 
payment for equipment and on settlements of accounts with contracting organizations 
for the performed construction and instaliation work. Settlements of accounts for 
the performed work are made for an entire project, a start-up complex prepared 
for output or a completed construction stage. 


For construction carried out by the economic method long-term credits and internal 
funds are allocate’? for the elements of expenditures on the payment for payment docu- 
ments for materials, cquipment, structures, parts, units and other articles nec- 
essary for the construc ion of projects, for the leasing of transport facilities 
and construction machines and mechanisms, for the reimbursement of the cost of the 
used building materials of internal production and of services of the basic activ- 
ity for capital construction, as well as on wages for kolkhoz members and hired 
workers engaged in construction. 


Funds for wages for kolkhoz members and | ired workers engaged in the construction 
of projecis carried out by the economic method are issued within the annual wage 
fund envisaged by the kolkhoz in the production and financial plan. 

















When the annual plan for construction carried out by the economic method is over= 
fulfilled and additional appropriate sources of financing are found, wage funde 
can be issued by Gosbank institutions following the application of the kolkhos ex- 
amined by the administration of agriculture of the rayon executive committee in 
excess of the annual fund in accordance with the overfulfillment of the plan for 
construction and inetallation work. 





Long-term loans for the purchase of equipment are issued within the amounts en- 
visaged according to the credit plan for these purposes and for the payment for 
accounting documents for machinery and equipment. 


Long-term loans and internal funds for the purchase of pedigree livestock and adult 
large-horned cattle of improved breeds for the formation of the basic herd are is- 
sued to kolkhogzes for the payment for accounting documents written out by estate 
organizations and kolkhoges for the purchased livestock with an inclusion of deeds 
of transfer and for the opening of letters of credit in accordance with ‘he estab- 
lished procedure. Deeds of transfer for pedigree livestock should contain a ref- 
erence to the existence of documents indicating that the livestock belongs to ped- 
igree breeds. 


In some cases with the permission of oblast, kray and republic Gosbank offices a 
loan can also be issued in ready cash for the purchase of pedigree livestock or 
livestock of improved breeds from kolkhoz members, workers and employees living on 
the territory of a given rayon. In these cases the kolkhoz together with a check 
for obtaining ready cash submits deeds of transfer to the Gosbank inetitution for 
examination and for pedigree livestock, also documents indicating that the lLive- 
stock belongs to pedigree breeds. 


Long-term loans for the reimbursement of expenditures on the transfer of internal 
young animals to the basic herd are issued (on the basis of the balance value of 
animals at the beginning of the year and the value of their actual weight gain on 
the date of transfer according to the planned production costs of the current 
year) for the replacement of the capital of the basic activity according to the 
payment authorizations of kolkhozes with an inclusion of a certificate on the 
transfer of young animals to the basic herd. 


The loans issued for these purposes are assigned for the liquidation of the over- 
due--due on a given day--debts of kolkhozes on loans for production expenditures 
and in the remaining part are transferred to the current (special current) accounts 
of kolkhozes. 


Along with long-term credits Gosbank institutions, if needed, also extend to kol- 
khozes short-term loans for a seasonal shortage of funds for capital investments 
and major repairs. The amount of these credits granted to kolkhozes during some 
quarters of the calendar year is determined as a seasonal excess of planned ex- 
penditures on capital investments and major repairs over the planned receipt of 
funds. 


In some cases, when the kolkhoz does not have internal funds, the manager of the 
Gosbank institution can permit the allocation of a short-term credit to it in the 
fourth quarter for settlements of accounts with the organizations of the State 
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Committee for Production and Technical Provision of Agriculture for major repaire 
of agricultural equipment if they overfulfill the annual repair plan provided the 
repayment of credits is ensured at the beginning of the following year. 


The indicated loans are issued in the absence of internal funds in the accounte of 
capital investments of kolkhogzes, as well as of debts on the payments of funds in- 
to these accounte at the beginning of the current month. 


in connection with production specialization and intensification the establishment 
of interfarm enterprises and organizations has been widely developed in agricul- 
ture in the last few years. Kolkhozes and sovkhozes on a voluntary basis take 

part in the establishment and activity of these organizations. For example, the 
proportion of kolkhoges among member shareholders comprises more than 80 percent. 
Kolkhozes make share cor... ibutions to the establishment and expansion of an inter~- 
farm enterprise in amoun.e envisaged in production and financial plans. The ex- 
tent of participation of kolkhozges in ensuring the share contributions of inter- 
farm enterprises is determined with due regard for the financial status of the 
farm. Share contributions by kolkhozes can be made both with monetary and physical 
assets. Kolkhozes make monetary contributions for the development of interfarm en- 
terprises from internal funds. When there is a shortage of internal funds, kol- 
khozes can also use long-term credits allocated to them according to the long-term 
credit plan. 


Work on the establishment of the periods of liquidation of long-term credits is an 
important aspect in the activity of Gosbank institutions. In accordance with the 
statute in effect the periods of liquidation of the issued long-term loans are es- 
tablished by Gosbank institutions in coordination with the kolkhoz within the ex- 
isting initial and maximum periods of liquidation. At the same time, the economic 
and financial status of kolkhozes and the availability of financial resources for 
capital investments and of forthcoming payments for previously obtained loans are 
taken into consideration. 


The amount of liquidation of long-term credits, including the accrued interest, is 
envisaged in the production and financial plan of the kolkhoz. In cases when the 
kolkhog plan does not have or insufficiently provides for funds for the Liquida- 
tion of debts on loans in accordance with the issued obligations, tue Gosbank in- 
stitution mst present to the kolkhoz a demand for making the appropriate changes 
in the production and financial plan. If the kolkhoz does not make these changes 
in the plan, a further issue of new loans for capital investments is suspended. 
The state Gosbank institution should promptly communicate this to the kolkhoz, 

the administration of agriculture of the rayon executive committee and the Gosbank 
office. When the date of payment arrives, loans are liquidated from the accounts 
of capital investments of kolkhozes. In sume cases, when the kolkhoz cannot re- 
pay the credit for reasons not depending on it, it can be granted a postponement 
of the payments on loans. At the same time, the kolkhoz should develop additional 
measures to strengthen the economy and finances and to promptly liquidate the de- 
ferred long-term loans. Gosbank institutions carry out the necessary control over 
the fulfillment of the developed measures for credit repayment by kolkhozes. 


There are cases when some kolkhozes transfer fixed capital created with the part- 
icipation of long-term credit to other enterprises, organizations and institutions. 
Gosbank institutions must constantly help kolkhozes in promptly recovering the 











funde for the fixed capital received from them from enterprises and organizations. 
in cases when enterprises and organizations avoid returning the money to kolkhoges, 
it is necessary to raise the problem before local directive organizations and to 
submit materiale to procuracy bodies for examination. 


Control over the execution of credit plane and a purposeful and efficient utiliza- 
tion of loans occupies 4 significant place in the work of Gosbank institutions. 

In the process of extending credit to ko!!hoszes, making calculations and performing 
analytic work Gosbank institutions should pay constant attention to the economic 
aspect of the matter and to an increase in the return from internal funde and loans 
invested in the development of kolkhoz production. 


On the basis of the available materials and documents Gosbank institutions analyze 
and check the fulfillment by kolkhoges of the plan for the production and sale of 
products, labor productivity and financial results. Special attention should be 
drawn to the safety and specific utilization of internal funds and loans, the ef- 
ficiency of utilization of fixed and circulating capital and the uncovering of in- 
ternal reserves. 


in the process of credit extension more attention should be given to problems of 
prompt and correct settlements of accounts with suppliers and contractors, obser- 
vance of the established procedure in the formation and expenditure of funds on 
capital investments and a prompt formulation of financing. 


Gosbank institutions must systematically check individual problems concerning the 
production and financial activity of kolkhozes in the localities. The checks 
should be made according to plans approved by the manager of the Gosbank institu- 
tion. The economist's assignment should specifically indicate what problems should 
be checked, for what period and so forth. 


The results of the analysis, as well as of locally made checks, are examined by 
the manager of the Goebank ins itution together with kolkhoz managers and special- 
ists. In cases when, as a result of checks, violations and shortcomings are dis- 
closed in the economic and financial activity and in the performance of credit, 
accounting and monetary operations, the kolkhoz implements measures to eliminate 
the disclosed violations. In turn, the Gosbank institution must constantly con- 
trol the fulfillment of these measures. 


Gosbank institutions report on the shortcomings disclosed in the production and 
financial activity of kolkhozes during their fulfillment of production and credit 
plans and in the state of financial and payment discipline of farms to local au- 
thorities and submit the appropriate proposals for the elimination of existing 
shortcomings and improvement in kolkhoz work for their examination. 


‘na cases when individual kolkhozes systematically do nor make payments on bank 
loans and on suppliers’ bills in connection with expenditures of funds not in ac- 
cordance with the received income, excesses in the expenditure of funds and their 
withdrawal for debts, capital investments and other unplanned purposes, after an 
appropriate warning to the kolkhoz Gosbank institutions, if needed, apply measures 
of credit influence to it. In particular, they can reduce the limit of issue of 














funde from the special current account of the kolkhog and the amount of planned 
credit by the amount of immobilized circulating capital permitted in the current 
year, ae well as that carried over from past years, subject in accordance with the 
production and financial plan of the farm to replacement, but actually not replaced 
(after deduction of overdue debts on short-term loans at the end of the past quart- 
er). Furthermore, the Gosbank institution can reduce the planned amount of credit 
by the amount of commodity stocks that are superfluous or not needed by the farm. 


Along with thie the bank institution can fully or partially suspend short-term 
credit extension to kolkhozes. This measure can be applied to the kolkhogzes that 
do not ensure the replacement of internal circulating capital in the amounts en- 
Visaged in their production and financial plane in connection with an above-plan 
allocation of funds to consumption funds, or write off circulating capital to cov- 
er losses, damages and so forth, while there is a shortage of it for the formation 
of carryover production stocks and expenditures of incomplete production. 


In cases when, 4s 4 result of an analysis or locally made checks, cases of mieman- 
agement in construction, a violation through the fault of the farm of the approved 
schedule of work on the credited measure, lack of correspondence between the ex- 
penditures of funds on capital conetruction and the fulfillment of a work program, 
rise in the cost of construction and other violations in planning and financial 
discipline in the farm are established, the Gosbank institution can suspend Long- 
term credit extension to the kolkhoz. 


Furthermore, Gosbank institutions can suspend long-term credit extension to the 
kolkhog if it violates the established procedure of formation, custody and expend- 
iture of funds envisaged for capital investments, as a result of which it does not 
promptly allocate internal resources for capital investments. 


if as a result of a check cases of use of loans not according to the specific pur- 
pose are established, they are presented for a prescheduled recovery from the ac- 
counts of kolkhozes. With the permission of the manager of the Gosbank institu- 
tion long-term loans received by the kolkhoz for projects whose construction was 
halted temporarily or definitively, as well as when unproductive expenditures in 
construction are detected, can be also recovered ahead of schedule. 


The manager of the Gosbank institution decides on the question of application of 
credit sanctions against the kolkhoz, as a rule, with a 30-day warning to the kol- 
khoz. At the same time, the administration of agriculture of the rayon executive 
committee is advised of this. 


The manager of the Gosbank institution decides on the question of restoration of 
credit to the kolkhoz after the elimination of the causes that served as the grounds 
for the suspension of credit extension. The Gosbank institution advises the kol- 
khoz and administration of agriculture of the rayon executive committee of this. 


A skillful application by Gosbank institutions of the new rules of credit extension 
will contribute to the streagthening of the economy and finances of kolkhozes, in- 
crease in the efficiency of utilization of internal funds and loans and growth of 
the production and sale of products.

/Anewet to readers’ questions by A, Nikolayento, senior economist at the Main Ad- 
Sinistration for Fm Social Problems of the USSR Ministry of Agriculture: 
“In Pedder Procurement” 


[Text] Meaders ask us to tell thes what material incentive 
measures will be veed for workere employed in fodder procure- 
ment thie year. 


The procedure and comditione of material incentives in effect in 1980 remain in 
effect for workers employed in fodder procurement in 1981. 


it is recommended that directors of sovkhoses and other state agricultural enter - 
prises more widely use the lump wage payment eyetem for end resuite (1 ton of pro- 
cured hay, haylage, silage and other fodder) for workers employed in fodder pro- 
curement and make greater use of the capital of the material incentive fund for 
incentives for workers employed in fodder production. 


The piece rate per ton of fodder with due regard for ite quality (category) is de~ 
termined in terms of 100 percent of the wage fund calculated on the basis of the 
planned volume of work on fodder procurement (harvesting), amount of additional 
payment for the quality and periods of performance of work, amount of increased 
payment and the planned yield of fodder crops. 


it is permitted to establish additional wages for 4 prompt and quality performance 
of work for those employed in the growing of fodder crope at the rates envisaged 
for the growing of row crops. Whereas previously the amount of additional pay- 
ment for the quality of work performed in fodder procurement could not exceed | 
month's wages, sow it has been increased to 14 aonthe’ wages. 


Higher wages for tractor operators of sovkhorzes and other state agricultural en- 
terprices employed in fodder procurement ducing the period of ite mes harvesting, 
if the fodder is of the first and second category, are establiched in accordance 
with the procedure and under the conditions envisaged for tractor operators work - 
ing in the harvesting of grain and pulee crops, corn for grain and silage, sun- 
flowers, potatoes and erases for seed. That is, during the firet 10 days of apes 
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fodder procurement of farm in Siberia, the Pa. faet, the senehermesen sone of the 
ROTOR and virgin fFegione of Kasakhetan, Ural and the Volga area the rates for 
tractot opefatore fulfilling shift output serme will be increased by 100 percent 
and in other regions, by 60 pereent, If shift otput norms are not fulfilled dur- 
ing the indicated period, of during the remining (but limited) period of fodder 
procurement, the fates are increased by 30 and W pereent respectively. 


Bonuses fot inefeased fodder production afte established for managere and ial ~ 
ists of sevkhoses and other state agricsltureal enterprises, Benuses are paid per 
percent of inefease in fodder production as compared with the average leve 
attained during the preceding 5 yeare at the rate of up to 2 perecent annual 
wages based on salaries, but fo more than two monthly salaries 

year. At the same time, the gaxique amounts of bonuses are pa 
fodder procurement. The indicated bonuses are fined in excess 
amounts of bonuses, that is, in exeess of five and on sovkhoses 
in excess of six salaries per worker in 4 year, but within the 
all typee of bonuses and additional payment according to the indicator 
tion aetivity of sevkhoses (ne more than 60 and on sovkhoses in 
more than 70 pereent of the wages calculated during the year on 
aties). 






Purthermore, the following free distribution of grain is estabi for 
operators working on combines and other harvesting units, a6 well as for other 
workers on combine unite, for the fulfillment of the seasonal nore in the harvest- 
ing of silage and fodder crops, prowided it ie of 4 high quality and without 
losses: 


for 4 tractor operator working on 4 combine, from 2 to 4 quintale; for 4 tractor 
operator working on 4 tractor, at the rate of 80 percent and for an aesietant 
tractor operator working on 4 combine and for 4 truck driver, at the rate of 70 
percent of the amount of erain credited to 4 tractor operator working on a combine 
of another harvesting whit. A total of SO percent of the amount of grain credited, 
on the average, to tractor operators working on these harvesting wnite are fined 
for an adjuster-foreman servicing harvesting white. 


At the same time, in accordance with the wishes of tractor operators and other 
workers payment in kind can be replaced with money equal to the walue of the due 
erain te purchase prices. The established asterial incentive measures in fodder 
procutement for sovkhoe workers are also recommended for kolkhoves.

Advantages in Raising Beane

/Question by 1. Sizova from Belgorodskaya Oblast and anewer: "Yor Bean Growers"7 


Text/ “I heard that various privileges are granted to citizens engaged in rais‘ag 
s on their private plot. is this eo?” I. Sisewa from Belgorodekaya Oblast 
asks this question. 


Yes, in order to increase the production and purchases of beans and to sore fully 
meet the population's needs for the grain of thie crop, 4 number of incentive seae- 
ures both for farms and citizens engaged in raising them have been established. 


it was permitted and recommended that sovkhozes, kolkhoges and other agricul tural 
enterprises and organizations conclude on a4 strictly voluntary basis contracts for 
the raising and purchase of bean grain with kolkhoe members, workers, employees and 
other citizens living on their territory and conecientiously participating in pub- 
lic production, ae well as with pensioners. The payment for bean grain purchased 
according to the indicated contracts will be made at the agreed prices, but no high- 
er than the established estate purchase prices. 


Kolkhoe members, workers, employees and other citizens who concluded contracte for 
the raising and purchase of bean grain with farms are granted additional pilots of 
land for ite cultivation both from priwate land and, if needed, from land tempo- 
rarily not used by farms. 


Agricultural tax is not assessed on plots of land allocated to citizens for raising 
beans. These citizens are exempt from taxation on income derived by thee from the 
use of the indicated plote. 


it was suggested that kolkhoges, sovkhozes and other agricultural enterprises and 
organizations give 411 possible help to kolkhoe members, workers, employees and 
other citizens in raising beans on private and additionally allocated plots of land. 


Contracts for the raising and purchase of bean grain should specify the obligations 
of kolkhoges and sovkhozes in helping kolkhor members, workers, employees and other 
citizens who concluded contracts with them in purchasing seeds, beans, sineral fer- 
tilizere and herbicides and in providing them with the necessary equipment, trane- 
port facilities and other services, a6 well as the procedure of sale and terms of 
payment for the products produced. 














Teentrosoyue was entrusted with taking additional measures to increase the purchases 
of bean grain from the population, The organisations of consumer cooperatives were 
permitted in 1981-1985 to purchase bean grain from kolkhoe members, sovkhos workers, 
employees and other citizens at the agreed prices, but no higher than the prices 
established for the grain of this crop sold by kolkhoses, sovkhoses and other ag~- 
ricultural enterprises and organizations to the state in excess of the average iev- 
el attained during the 10th Pive-VYear Plan,

from Rostovekaya Oblast. 


Yes, you have. Directors of sovkhoses and other state agricultural enterprises 
were permitted in 1981 to give out (free of charge) up to 10 percent of the pro- 
cured hay and silage and up to 20 percent of the straw as an additional pay to wor- 
kere engaged in the procurement of hay, straw, silage and haylage and in the pro- 
duction of artificially dehydrated fodder and to sell them at the planned produc- 
tion costs to permanent workers of sovkhogses and other state agricultural enter- 
prises who ow livestock privately. 


Directors of sovkhoges, forest management enterprises and other state enterprises 
were given the right to give out up to 50 percent of the hay (free of charge) to 
workers engaged in 4 manual procurement of hay on land unsuitable for the use of 
tractore and mchines. Payment for work on the procurement of hay given out free 
of charge is not made.

| Text) lt ama 24 degree invalid. However, I do not sit with ay arms folded: I 
asked the chairman to entrust me with the kolkhos orchard. The orchard wae stil! 
young and neglected. My wife and | applied fertiliser to each apple tree, we 
trimmed the crowne and the orchard began to grow noticeably and to bear fruit. 


i can Crankly state that the kolkhoe has not always furnished the necessary 
assistance and yet this has not offended we. I am aware that there is « shortage of 
workers on the farm and that there is always @ great amount of work. At the present 
time, with the orchard having increased in size, there is a need for tilling the 
#011 using special orchard tractors. Sut we do not have such equipment. Wor do we 
have an orchard plow. Either Sel khoetekhnike is not supplying the equipment or the 
kolkhoe administration is making eo effort to purchase it -- I do not know. However, 
the orchard which we succeeded in saving is sad to look at: the eof! under the 
apple trees hes not been loosened and thie is too auch work for « ehowel. Yes, end 
it would be too costly for the fare. Por want of special soil cultivation 
iaplements, powerful tractore are turned loose in the orchard. These machines 
break off branches and knock Gown the buds. Last year, barley wae sown in the 
orchard and the plan was to cut it down for 4 green top dressing. However, it was 
harvested by 4 Nivea combine. Pollowing such harvesting work there were so many 
broken branches that I had to spend 2 weeks pruning and treating the trees. 


Certainly, horses could be used for working the orchard. Although the farm has 
horees and harnesses, it nevertheless lacks horse-drawn plows and wagons. I aade ay 
own wagon, but then our leaders ordered we to turn it over to the kolkhoe. Thus, 
instead of looking after ay own needs, I was forced into assisting the fare in 
acquiring the equipment it needed. 


Il believe that today such problems must be solved not only from the standpoint of « 
farm or rayon, but aise on «4 centralized basis, that is, for an oblast or republic 
as 4 whole. 











Miniature Tractor Manufactured

jArtiole by Yu. Lywbiehev, Mingk: “A Miniature Tractor Is torn’) 


j Text) Today the attention of many rural residents is being focused on the 
hupetimental Department of the Mingk Tractor Plant. A miniature tractor has been 
developed here for use Of private plots, 4 tractor about which — great deal has been 
said and written, As yet, thie department has sent out onte the fields no wore 

than 200 miniature machines. However, they are meeting the requirements of the 
rural residents in Minekaya Oblast, where thie tractor made ite first appearance. 


Ruactly what ie thie miniature technical innovation’ It is 4 moterieed unit with an 
air cooled engine and @ power capability that does not exceed seven horsepower. it 
is being supplied to Minsk on the basis Of cooperation with the Petropavlovek 
(Kazaknetan) plant for emall displacement engines. The miniature tractor hae six 
speeds four forward and two reverse. ite highest speed ~~ 10 kilometers. 


The steering column is reversible, similar to a motorized bicycle steering column, 
thus ensuring good maneuverability. It bears mentioning that the Belorussian 

tractor builders obtain the parte for the clutch, upon which the operating efficiency 
of the machine is greatly dependent, from their fellow-townemen at the Minsk 
Motorized Bicycle Plant. 


Many plants located in various cities participated in the birth of this new private 
plot item of equipment. For exeaple, the Minsk Machine Tool Plant imeni Kirov is 
producing parts for the steering control system. Proper credit should be given to 
the party, soviet and economic organs of Belorussia for having manifested great 
interest in the rapid series production of this machine. Por example, based upon « 
decision handed down by the Minekaya Oblast Party Committee, the production of 
differentials for the MTZ~-O5 was organized at the Borisovke Piant for Motorized 
liydraulic Boosters. And the S-liter tank that is sufficient for 4 hours of 
continweus Operation is being produced in the capital of Lithuania. Certainly, such 
extensive cooperation is promoting more rapid solutions for the many technical 
probleme associated with the creation of @iniature equipment. But at the same time 
it is delaying the series production of the machines, since departmental isolation 
and the geographic remoteness of the suppliers of the unite and parte for the new 
machine quite often slows down the work. 


in addition to transporting freight weighing up to 500 kilograms in a semitrailer, 
this #otorized unit, which iteelf weighs 14) kilograms, is capable of operating with 
a plow, ridge plow, harrow and « cultivator. Its 300 millimeter road clearance under 
the driving axle makes it possible to carry out the inter-row tilling of potatoes and 
short stalk cro; ere is no need for mentioning the amount of labor involved in 
the cultivation o. , catoes, vegetables and {ruit on private plots. And certainly, 

a delay in the mass production of new aechines is today very disturbing to many 
agricultural workers. 


Nor as yet is everything going favorable with regard to the production of mounted 
iaplements for the @otorized unit. Whereas the problem concerned with the plows

and ridge plows has been solved for the most part, the production of harrows, 
cultivators and semitratlers still remains a problem, 


Nowever, the experimental prodvetion of the first batch of miniature equipment for 
private plots serves to underscore the fact that the problem is not that complicated, 
lt is met that complicated based upon one condition: that the MTZ-0.5 motorized 
whit produced at the Minsk Tractor Plant be considered ty USSR Gosplan as the 
principal product of the plant, siwilar to the well known Belarus’ tractors. 


Moreover, within the overall pla. for moderntaing the plant, consideration should be 
given at the earliest possible date to expanding the production capabilities for 
producing the meoterized units, Indeed, today the private plots require not 
hundreds but tense of thousands of these units. Only if thie requirement ie met and 
if close contact te maintained with Minsel khoemash | Ministry of Agricultural 
Machinery) aod with other departments engaged in the production of mounted 
implements, will the miniature equipment find ite proper place out on the private 
plots. 





Mini-Tractor in Service

Small and 
cOnventent to use, the machine maneuvers well among trees and does not leave any 
rough of unfinished areas behind. The order was carried out quickly and the 

tractor operator was sent to 4 new address. 


wecently related the Deputy Chief of the Brestckaya Oblast Administration of 
Coneumer Services for the Population, L.V. Kashevekly, “the rural residents have 
begun to devote ore attention to developing their private plots. And since they 
are not being provided with additional time for doing so, they require assistance 
{rom consumer services.” 


The Baranovichskiy Rayon Executive Committee assigned two T-25 tractors to the 
Consumer Services Combine. A rental point for machines and agricultural implements 
has now been created here. Each tractor is equipped with a set of double-furrow 
plows, 4 herrow, cultivators and ridge plows. In addition to tilling the soil, the 
machine operators are also planting potatoes. They are also providing assistance in 
cultivating the crops. 


Rental points for equipment and agricultural implements have also been created at 
the Pinek aod Droginchin Consumer Services Combines. A requirement exists for 
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expanding and materlally strengthening this type of service and augmenting the pool 
of mintature tractors, which ts usually employed on an incident to incident basis 
on the farms. 


There are 12 specialized enterprises and almost 390 complex receiving points for 
consumer services for the population in operation throughout the oblast. Requests 
are being received from customers for the carrying out of almost 600 types of 
services. The culture of the service is being improved. 


Capacity, Use Described

\Article by M. Shimanskiy: % Tractor for a Private Garden’) 


, Text, The Minsk Tractor Plant has commenced producing Belarus’ MTZ-05 tractors 
for use On private plots. 


The new miniature tractor is qulti-purpose in nature. It can plow, harrow, 
cultivate, hill up inter-row spacings and haul freight. In short, it can carry out 
many of the operations which gust be carried out on a private plot and which require 
a covsiderable amount of effort. 


The private plots provide substantial assistance in connection with the production 
of meat, milk and certain other products. S8ut in order for each private plot to 
obtain 4 maximum yield, concern must be displayed for a high agrotechnical culture. 
Thus a small industrial tractor having the required items of mounted equipment is 
needed. Such 4 machine was required by the horticultural associations. Such a 
machine is now available. 


‘The machine has 4 power rating of 5 horsepower stated group leader A. Kuznetsov, 
‘The pear box makes it possible to include four forward and two reverse gears. The 
machine has a forward speed of from two to nine and a half kilometers per hour and 
a reverse speed of from two and a haif to four and a half kilometers. The steering 
rod can be turned 100 degrees, thus making it possible for the motorized unit to 
work with various attached impleme sts. The tractor is able to transit difficult 
sectors rather easily and its multi-purpose coupling ensures the rapid and 
conventent attaching of implements. The machine is simple to control and its 
operation requires oo special training -- it is sufficient to merely study the 
instructions on its operation. The MTZ-05 140 weighs 140 kilograms. It has a 30 
centimeter clearance above the ground and thus it can be used for the inter-row 
cultivation of potatoes and other short stalk crops. — 


The tractor will be soid with a trailer having @ carrying capacity of 500 kilograms, 
a tridgine plow, harrow and cultivator. 


A correspondent of IZVESTIYA has been informed by the USSR Ministry 
of Trade and the USSR Tsentrosoyuz |Central Union of Consumers’ Societies) 
that the tractors for individual use will be sold in the orchard and 
garden instruments stores in cities and villages. Their cost without the 
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detachable implements -- 1,100 rubles. The plans call for the 
tractors to be made available for rental purposes. 


The Kutaisi Miniature Tractor Plant will soon commence the 
production of such miniature machines for use on private plots.
